The 
Police party consisting of Sri K . Subba Rao , Sub 
Inspector of Police, and one section of the Malabar 
Special Police under the leadership of Sri Ramanuja 
chari, Inspector of Police , on reaching the spot , cordoned 
off the area . Sri Subba Rao tapped at the door of the 
suspected hide-out. On noticing the Police cordon the 
gangsters concealed themselves and fred at the Police 
party . The Police returned the fire . On account of 
darkness and smoke inside the hide-out the Police 
party could not sight the raiders properly . Sub 
Inspector K . Subba Rao received three revolver shots 
in the hand . Though badly injured , the Sub - Inspector 
with the aid of his Inspector and the rest of his men 
faced the situation boldly and shot down two opponents 
who were identifed to be two notorious bad characters, 
long wanted by the police .
